lar siudy of the expenditures of a family 
in England has been made. In England, 
there is no protective tariff, and tho 
amount of taxation upon the poor is, 
therefore, far less than in protected 
countries. The English family in ques- 
tion was composed of a man and wife 
and five children. Their expenses for Uj 
year were about S3S5, of which only 
about SIT went to pay taxes 
The rate 


of taxation of the Italian family was 
more than five times greater than thafc 
of tho K.iglish family. 


A few cases will show why there is sff 


great a difference between the expenses 
of theltalian and the English family. Thei 
English family buys untaxed sugar at a 
little below r> cents a pound, while the. 
Florence family has to pay 14 cents. 
The duty on sugar ho must pay the 
state and city is nearly S cents a pound. 
The Italian family has to pay a duty of 
over IS cents a pound on coffee, tho 
English family 4 cents.

costs the Italian family S3 cents a gal- 
lon, which includes a duty of 3fi cents a 
gal'on. Evidently the tariff is a tax in 
Italv.

Hut the President was too hasty. The 


recently published report of the Treasury 
Department on imports and exports for 
December shows some marked decreases 
in imports for that month. The total de- 
crease for the month on dutiable goods 
was nearly a million dollars' worth. Tho 
following table gives some of the entries 
in which a decrease Is reported, together 
with the imports in December, 1890 and 
18SU:

Land Iu the Soutli. 


The character of the soil in different 


iarts of the South is a matter of great 
nterest, on account of the necessary 
elation between its qualities aud the in- 
ustries and civilization of the people 
f the country. 
The usual Southern 


dea or estimate of "good laud." as ex- 
iressed by Southern men whom I have 


met, 
differs somewhat from that which 


prevails in the most fertile portions of 
he Northern States. There is of course 
muet rich land in the South, but there 
s a great deal which is called good by 
Southern fanners that would not be re- 
tarded as rich by men acquainted with 
he soils of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, or 


>f tho portions of Pennsylvania aud 
N'ew York which are best adapted to 
griculture. 
The "pine-land" in the 


Southern States is only moderately fer- 
ilo, but, as the cotton'jplant will grow 
upon it, and produce a fibre of market- 
able quality, it is always spoken of by 
ts cultivators as "as very fair land," 


I have rarely heard* Southern men 
y anything unfavorable or disparag- 


ug regarding the soil of their region. 
Chey seem usually to have an affection. 
?or it which sometimes appears to make 
hem blind to its defects. 


Where the soil is noor the people of- 


ten manifest a kind of good-natured, 
patient fatalism, submitting without 
somplaiut to the inconveniences result- 
,ng from the scantiness of the returns 
'.or their labor, as if poor crops were a 
aart of the order of the universe, a di- 
cine ordainment not to be criticised or 
remedied; though in truth much of the 
sterility is in the methods of the culti- 
vators rather than in the soil itself. 
But in many places in the South the 
loil will not yield what an average 
Sorthern farmer would regard as "a 
iving," and many emigrants have gone 
.hither and begun farming only to learn, 
:oo late, that they had made a ruinous 
mistake iu selecting laud. They often 
:eel much resentment because they 
magine they have been deceived by 
their Southern neighbors in regard to 
:he quality of the soil; but of course 
there is, usually, no intentional misre- 
presentation in such cases, the error 
irising from the difference of standards 
just mentioned. (But the statements 
made by railroad companies having 
lauds for sale in the South should com- 
monly be taken with large allowance, 


they frequently contain grossly ex- 


aggerated accounts of the productive- 
ness of the laud.) 


There is a large class of farmers 01 
planters" in the South who do not re- 
quire, or expect so much from the 
ground as Northern men demand. They 
we satisfied with a lower degree of fer- 
tility, and their comparative estimate ol 
the grade or quality of land differs from 
that of most immigrants from tho North. 
An 
average Southern family needs 


much less for "a living" than Northern 
people require, and on much of thelani] 
of the South, Northern people are un- 
able to live by the methods of agricult- 
ure to which they have been accus- 
tomed in their old homes; nor can they 
succeed by those of the Southern men 
around them, unless they will adopt the 
scale of living and expenditures which 
satisfies their Southern neighbors. The 
habits and tastes of the poorer white peo- 
ple of the South are in a remarkable 
degree adapted to their circumstances 
and the conditions of their life, bul 
Northern methods of living require 8 
very different environment. 


Chrlgtinn Work. 


One of the most beautiful and help- 


ful charities in this country is a Babies 
Home, in one of our large citias, where 
children under G years of age. whose 
parents are not able or not willing tc 
care for them properly, are tenderly 
nursed and tended. 


The peculiar feature of this institu- 


tion is that, on the first of each month, 
children whose lot in life has been hap- 
pier than that of these little waifs are 
brought by their mothers to the home. 
Each one,chooses a baby to "adopt;" 
this baby's expenses are paid by the 
mother for her child, who is taught to 
think of ifc as of a little brother in 
trouble, to share its toys and clothes 
with it, to visit and play with it, and tc 
pray for it as it does for its mother and 
brothers. 


A visitor describes these children, with 


their "adopted brothers," playing hide 
and-seek in the garden of the Home, 
poor and rich together, but all clean, 
rosy and happy. 
No sermon in aftei 


life could so teach them brotherly love 
as this childish play. 


At a recent convention of workingwo- 


men in New York, the daughters ol 
millionaires and of 
laborers united 


heartily in devising practical schemes 
to widen and elevate the lives of womet; 
who are obliged to earn tlieir living 
outside of their homes. 


These and many other such move- 


ments show how powerful a hold prac- 
tical Christianity has taken upon thc 
hearts and lives of English-speaking 
people ol the present day.

Tho station is locate 1 just a little bo- 


low the citicnie top of the peak. 
It is 


a low, oue-btoiy log building about 
twenty feet square. Around it on throe 
sides is stacked at that season, almost 
as high as the cabin itself, the supply 
of wood for tha winter. 
To 'jeep the 


roof from being blown off rocks are laid 
upon it iu different places, aud two im- 
mense chains are strung across aud 
fastened to tho ground at either side.

liinls arc without doubt, the best models 
to study. But with what force shall we 
replace life? Let us find a motive power 
at once light and powerful and wo have 
definitely conquered the empire of the 
air." In tho light of the experiments 
with the I'cnniuston air-ship model, this 
may bo looked upon as a prophecy. 
Aluminum and electricity arc most as- 
suredly '"it once light and powerful." 


Among tho many flying machines re- 


cently patented one by J. P. Holmes, of 
Oak Valley, Kan., is illustrated. Tho 
horizontal frame of the machine is sus- 
pended by hanger bars from an aero- 
plane, which is a rod frame covered on 
one face by silk.

1878. Tho liftins power was afiordcd 
by a cylinder of "gossamer cloth" 2 
feet In length and 13 in diameter (60 
pounds) chaiged with hydrogen gas. 


During tho siege of Paris In 1870 sixty- 


five balloons left tho beleaguered city, 
but notwithstanding many efforts none 
succeeded in getting back. It is stated 
that the German, Russian, and Portu- 
guese Governments have recently organ- 
i/.cd aeronautical establishments, and 
aro experimenting in secret. Should 
some notable success follow, it will not 
be tho first time that a groat invention 
has been advanced by the necessities of 
war. 


The Pennington air-ship, the model of 


which has boon successfully experiment- 
ed with in Chicago, seems to be the most 
practical machine yet produced. In rc- 
Kard to it the inventor says: "Wo have 
constructed our balloon part, or buoy-

lasted, so as to weigh practically noth- 
ing. The moorings arc loosed and tho 
engine starts the four vertical propulleis 
which lift the ship up into the a;r to tho 
distance of 150 feet, as shown by tho 
barometers. Tho vertical propellers are 
then stopped, and the great thirty-foot 
fan-whool, which is operated by tho gas 
engine, is started in motion, slowly at 
first, and the ship is kept with the wind 
until sho gets some headway. Sho can 
then be turned directly against tho 
wind if desired, when tho ship attains 
her full momentum. 


"Of course she goes too fast to bo able 


to navigate very well by landmarks, and 
so the route proposed has been laid out 
on a chart which the ship follows, being 
guided automatically by the chart itself. 
If tho wind, for instance, should blow 
twenty-five miles an hour on her right 
side, the pressure there will operate tho 
rudder automatically just enough to com- 
pensate against the wind, and in this 
manner tho whole ship is automatically 
governed against all possible resistance. 
\Vhfcn you are. ready to alight, the great 
fan-wheel is stopped and tho vertical pro- 
pellers aro reversed, which cause.-! tho 
ship to sink to tho ground to tho station 
prepared for her, and there is moored 
just as a steamer is led up to her dock."

fecting a flying machine which he con 
fidently expects will carry him from El 
mira to tho world's fair at Chicago in 
1893 at the rate of 120 miles an hour.

This machine is 
a square frame sis feet tall, two and 
one-half long, and two feet wide. It 
re.-enables to some extent the frame of 
a small sized and square carriage top. 
Attached to either side of this frame 
near the top are three wings, the wings 
on either side occupying a space nine 
feet long and five feflt broad. 
These 


wings can best be described by compar- 
ing them to shutters having movable 
slats, the slats being made of tin. 
It 


is by the motion of these slats that 
the machine is supposed 
to rise 


into the air. They ate worked by ped- 
als, which are attached to the bottom of 
the fr*me in which the person stands 
aud are so arranged that when the slate 
of the middle wing are open those at 
the end will be closed. 
In this way 


there is a constant pressure brought to 
bear against the air, and Mr. Taylor 
claims it is of sufficient force to cause 
the machine to rise. The inventor has 
not yet completed the arrangement for 
guiding his winged monster, but says it 
will be done with a rudder, upon the 
same principle that a boat is guided 
through the water. The machine weighs 
150 pounds, and takes up sixty square 
feet when put together. He expects to 
have it ready to exhibit at the Inter 
state fair this fall, and says he will sail 
like a bird lo the world's fair in 1893.

Dr.Talraagc has announced a scries of 


sermons which IIP proposes to preach on 
"Tbe Ten Plagues of These Three 
Cities." In this sermon, which is tho 
first of the series, he pays his attention 
to tho prevalent eur-.e of gambling, llis 
test was taken from Ex. k, 13,14: "Let 
my people go that tlicv may serve me; for 
1 will at this time MMK! all my plagues." 


Las>t winter, in the museum at Cairo, 


Egypt, I saw the mummy or embalmed 
body of Phaiaoh, the oppressor of the 
ancient Israelites, 
Visible aro the very 


teeth that ho gnashed against tho Isracl- 
itish brick makers tho sockets of tho 
merciless eyes with which ho looked upon 
the overburdened people of God, the hair 
that floated in the breeze off the Red 
Sea, the very lips with which ho com- 
manded them to make bricks without 
stiaw. Thousand* of jcars after, when 
the wrapping* of ilu mummy were un- 
rolled, old Pharaoh lifted up his arm as 
if in imploration, but his skinny bones 
cannot again clutch his shattered scep- 
ter. 
It was to compel that tyrant to let 


the oppressed go free that the memorable 
ten plagues were bunt. Sailing the Nile 
and walking amid the ruins of Egyptian 
cities, I saw no remains of those plagues 
that smote the water or the air. None 
of the frogs croaked in the one, none of 
the locusts sounded their rattle in the 
other, and the cattle bore no sign of the 
murrain, and through the starry nights 
hovering about the pyramids no destroy- 
ing angel swept his wing. Hut there are 
ten plagues still stinging and befouling 
and cursing our cities, and like angels of 
wrath smiting not only the first born but 
the last born. 


Brooklyn, Kew York, and Jersey City, 


though called three, are practically one. 
The bridge already fastening two of 
them together will be followed by other 
bridges and by tunnels from both New 
Jersey and Long Island shores, until 
what is true now will, as the years go 
by, become more emphatically true. 
The average condition of public morals 
in this cluster of cities is as good If Dot 
better than In any other part of the 
world. Pride of city is natural to men 
In all times, if they live or have lived in 
a metropolis noted for dignity or 
prowess. Cajsar boasted of his native 
Romfi, Lycurgus of Sparta, Virgil of 
Andes, Demosthenes of Athens, Archi- 
medes of Syracuse, and Paul of Tarsus. 
I should suspect a man of baso hearted- 
ness who carried about with him no reel- 
ing of complacency in regard to the 
place of his residence; who gloried not In 
Us arts or arms or behavior; who looked 
with no exultation upon its evidences of 
prosperity, its artistic embellishments 
and its scientific attainments. 


I have noticed that men never like a 


place where they have not behaved well 
Men who have free rides in prison vans 
never like the city that furnishes the 
vehicle. When I see in history Argos, 
Rhodes, Smyrna, Chois, Colophon, and 
several other cities claiming Homer, I 
conclude that Homer behaved well. Let 
us not, war against this pride of city, nor 
expect to build up ourselves by pulling 
others down. Let Boston have its com- 
mons, its Fancuil hall and its maguifl- 
cient scientific and educational institu- 
tions. Let Philadelphia talk about its 
mint, and Independence hall, and Girard 
college, and its old families, as virtueous 
as venerable. When I find a man living1 


In one of these places who has nothing 
to s»y in favor of them I feel like asking 
him, "What mean thing did you do that 
you do not liko >our native city?" New 
York is a goodly city, and when I say 
that I mean the region between Spuyten 
Buyvil creek and Jamaica m one direc- 
tion and Newark flats in the other direc- 
tion. That which tends toclevate a part 
elevates all. 
That which blasts part 


blasts all. Sin is a giant, and ho comes 
to the Hudson or Connecticut River and 
passes it as easily as we step across a 
figure in tho carpet. The blessing of God 
is an angel, and when it stretches out its 
two wings one of them hovers over that 
and tho other over this. 


In infancy tho great metropolis was 


laid down by the banks of the Hudson. 
Its infancy was as feeble as thatof Moses 
sleeping in the bulrushes by the Nile; 
and, like Miriam, there our fathers stood 
and watched it. Tho royal spirit of 
American commerce came down to the 
water to bathe, and there she found It 
Sho took it In her arms, and the child 
grow and waxed strong, and the ships of 
foreign lands brought gold and spices to 
Its feet, and stretching itself up into the 
proportions of a metropolis, it has looked 
up to the mountains and off upon the sea 
—the mightiest of the energies of Ameri- 
can civilization. Tho character of the 
founder of a city will be seen for many 
years In Its inhabitants. Romulus im- 
pressed his life upon Rome. The Pil- 
grims relaxed not their hold upon the 
cities of New England. William Penn 
has left Philadelphia an inheritance of 
integrity and fair dealing, and ou any 
day In that city you may see in the man- 
ners, customs and principles of its peo- 
ple his tastes, his coat, his hat, his wife's 
bonnet, and his plain meeting house. 
The Hollanders still wield an influence 
over New York. 


Grand old New York! What southern 


thoroughfare was ever smitten by pesti- 
lence, when our physicians did not throw 
themselves upon the sacrifice! What dis- 
tant land has cried out in the agony of 
famine, and our ships have not put out 
with breadstuffs! What street of Damas- 
cus of Bey rout or Madras that has not 
heard the step of our missionaries! 
What struggle for national life In which 
our citizens have not poured their blood 
Into the trenches! What gallery of ex- 
quisite art In which our painters have 
not hung their pictures! What depart- 
ment of literature or science to which 
our scholars have not contributed! I 
need not speak of our public schools, 
where the children of the cord wainer and 
milkman and glassblower stand by the 
side of the flattered sons of tho merchant 
princes; or of the insane asylums on all 
these islands where they who went cut- 
ting themselves, among the tombs, now 
sit. clothed and In their right minds; or 
of the Magdalen asylums, where the lost 
one of the street comes to bathe the 
Saviour's feet with her tears, and wipe 
them with the hairs of her head—confid- 
ing In the pardon of Him who said: "Let 
him who is without sin cast tho first 
stone at her." I need not speak of the 
institutions for tho blind, the lame, the 
deaf and the dumb, for tho incurables, 
tho widow, tho orphan, and tho outcast; 
or of tho thousand armed machinery that 
sends streaming down from tho reservoirs 
the clear, bright, sparkling, God given 
water that rushes through our aque- 
ducts, and dashes out of tho hydrants, 
and tosses up In our fountains, and hisses 
In our steam engines, and showers out 
tho conflagration, and sprinkles from the 
baptismal font of our churches; and with 
silver note, and golden sparkle, and 
chrystalllnc chimo, says to hundreds of 
thousands of our population, in tho au- 
thentic words of Him who said: "I will; 
bo thou clean!" 


All this I promise in opening this 


courso of sermons on tho ton plagues of 
theso three cities, lost somo stupid man 
might say I am depreciating tho place of 
my residence. I speak to you to-day con- 
cerning tho plague of gambling. Every 
man and woman in this houso ought to 
bo Interested In this theme. 


Some years ago, when an association 


for tho suppression of gambling was or- 
ganized, an agent of the association came 
to a prominent citizen and asked him to 
patronize tho society. Ho said, "No, I 
can have no Interest in such an organiza- 
tion. I am (in nowise affected by the 
evil." Atthntvery time his son, who 
w&shls partner In business, was one of 


ayers In Hearne's famous 
.bllshment 
Anothw re- 


'D*go on the same ground, 
at hts first book-keeper, 
ng a salary ot only a 
ra, vr&s losing from fifty 
\ dollars per night. The

to patronize the Institution, saying, 
"That society Is good for tho defense of 
merchants, but we railroad people aro 
not injured by this evil;" not knowing 
that, at that very time, two of his con- 
ductors were spending three nights of 
each week at faro tables in Now York. 
Directly or indirectly, this evil strikes at 
tho whole world. 


Gambling is tho risking of something 


more or less valuable in the hope of win- 
ning more than you ha/.ard. Tho in- 
struments of gaming may differ but the 
principle is thosamo. Tho shuttling and 
dealing of cards, however full of temp- 
tation, is not gambling unless stakes are 
put up; while, on tho other hand, gam- 
bling may bo carried on without cards or 
dice; or billiards, or a ten-pin alley. The 
man who bets on hordes, elections, on 
battles—tho man who deals in "fancy" 
stocks, or conducts a business which 
hazards extra capital, or goes into trans- 
actions without foundation, but depend* 
entupon what men call "luck," Isa gam- 
bler. Whatever >ou expect to get from 
your neighbor \\ithoutofTering an equiv- 
alent in money or time or skill is either 
tho product of theft or gambling. Lot- 
tery tickets and lottery policies come into 
the same category. Fairs for the found- 
ing of hospitals schools, and churches, 
conducted on the raftling system, cotae 
under the same denomination. Do not, 
therefore, associate gambling necessarily 
with any 'P^HA"^1! or game, or time or 
place, oc*4UC3S-*tio principle dnpends 
upon whetheF''you play for a glass of 
wine or one hundred snares ot railroad 
stock. Whether you patrouue "auction 
pools," "French muiuals," or "book- 
making," whether you employ faro or 
billiards, rondo and kono, cards or baga- 
telle, tho very idea of tho thing is dishon- 
est, for it professes to bestow upon you 
a good for which you give no equivalent. 


It is estimated that every day in Chris- 


tendom eighty million dollars pass from 
hand to hand through gambling prac- 
tices, and every year in Christendom ono 
hundred and twenty-three billion, one 
hundred million dollars change hands In 
that way. There are in this cluster of 
cities about eight hundred confessed 
gambling establishments. 
There are 


about three thousand five hundred pro- 
fessional gamblers. '.Out of the eight 
hundred gambling establishments, how 
many of them do you suppose profess to 
be honest? Ten. 
These ten profess to 


be honest because they are merely the 
ante-chamber to the seven hundred and 
ninety that are acknowledged fraudu- 
lent. There are first class gambling es- 
tablishments. 
You go up the marble 


stairs. You ring the bell. 
The liveried 


servant introduces you. The walls are 
lavender tinted. The mantels are of 
Vermont marolc. 
Tho pictures are 


"Jephthah's Daughter" 
and Bore's 


"Dante's and Virgil's Frozen Region of 
Hell"—a most appropriate selection, this 
last, for the place. There is^tho roulette 
table, the finest, tho costliest, the most 
exquisite piece of furniture in the United 
States. There is the banqueting room, 
where, free of charge to the guests, you 
may find the plate and viands and wines 
and cigars sumptuous beyond parallel. 


Then you come to the second class 


gambling establishment. To it you are 
Introduced by card through some "roper- 
In." 
Having entered, you must either 


gamble or fight. Sanded cards, dice 
loaded with quicksilver, poor drlnks,wlll 
soon help you to get rid of all your money 
to a tune in short meter with staccato 
passages. You wanted to see. You saw. 
The low villians of that place watch you 
as you come In. 
Does not the panther, 


squat In tho grass, 
know 
a calf 


when he sees it? Wrangle not for your 
rights in that place, or your body will be 
thrown bloody Into the street, or dead 
Into the East River. 
You go along a 


little further and find the policy estab- 
lishment. In that place you bet on num- 
bers. Betting on two numbers Is called 
a "saddle," betting on three numbers is 
called a "gig." betting on four numbers 
Is called a "horse," and there are thou- 
sands of our young men leaping into 
that "saddle," and mounting that "gig," 
and behind that "horse" riding to per- 
dition. There is always one kind of sign 
on the door—"Exchange," a most appro- 
priate title for tho door, for there. In 
that room, a man exchanges health, 
peace and heaven; for loss of health, loss 
of home, loss of family, loss of immortal 
soul. Exchange sure enough and infinite 
enough. 


Men wishing to gamble will find places 


just suited to their capacity, not only in 
the underground oyster cellar, or at the 
table back of the curtain, covered with 
greasy cardJ, or in the steamboat smok- 
ing cablng, where the bloated wretch 
with rings In his cars instead of his nose, 
deals the pack, and winks In the un- 
suspecting traveler-providing free drinks 
all around—but in gilded parlors and 
amid gorgeous surroundings. 


A young man, having suddenly nelred a 


large property, sits at the hazzard table 
and takes up in a dice bos the estate won 
by a father's lifetime sweat, and shakes 
it, and tosses it away. Intemperance soon 
Stigmatizes Its victim, kicking him out, a 
slavering fool, Into the ditch, or sending 
him, with the drunkard's hiccough, stag- 
gering up the street where his family 
lives. But gambling does not in that 
way expose its victims. The gambler 
may be eaten up by the gambler's pas- 
sion, yet you only discover it by the greed 
In his eyes, the hardness of his features, 
the nervous restlessness, the threadbare 
coat and his embarrassed business. Yet 
he is on the road to hell, and no 
preacher's voice or startling warning or 
wife's entreaty, can make him stay for a 
moment his headlong career. 


Again, this sin works ruin by killing 


Industry. A man used to reaping scores 
or hundreds of thousands of dollars from 
the gaming table will not be contentwlth 
slow work. He will say, 
"What is the 


use of trying to make these fifty dollars 
In my store when I can get five times 
that in half an hour down at 'Billy's?'" 
You never knew a confirmed gambler 
who was Industrious. The men given to 
this vice spend their time, not actively 
engaged in the game, in idleness or in- 
toxication or sleep, or In corrupting new 
victims. This sin has dulled the carpen- 
ter's saw and cut the band of the factory 
wheel, sunk the cargo, broken the teeth 
of the farmer's harrow and sent a strange 
lightning to shatter the battery of the 
philosopher. Thevory firsttdealngaming 
is at war with all the industries of society. 


This crime is getting its lover under 


many a mercantile house in our great 
cities, and before long down will come 
tho great establishment, crushing repu- 
tation, 
home, comfort and immortal 


souls. How it diverts and sinks capital 
may be interred from some authentic 
statement before us. The ton gaming 
houses that once were authorized in Paris 
passed through tho batiks, yearly, three 
hundred and twenty-five 
millions of 


francs. Whore does all tho money come 
from? Tho whole world is robbedl What is 
most sad, there are no consolations for 
tho loss and suffering entailed by gaming. 
If men fail in lawful business, God pities 
and society commiserates; but where In 
the Bible or in society is there any con- 
solation for tbo gambler? 
From what 


tree of tho forest oozes there a balm that 
can sootho tho gamester's heart? In that 
bottle where God keeps the tears of Ills 
children are there any tears of the gam- 
bler? Do tho winds that corao to kiss 
tho faded check of sickness, and to cool 
the heated brow of tho laborer, whisper 
hopo and cheer to tho emaciated victim 
of tho gamo of hazard? When an honest 
man Is In trouble ho has sympathy, "Poor 
fellow?" they say. But no gamblers come 
to weep at tho agonies of tho gambler? 


Bible will go after all other treasures 
ire lost, and if his crown in Heaven were 
put Into his hand ho would cry: "Here 
goes one more game, my boysl On this 
one throw I stake my crown of Heaven." 
A young man in London, on coming of 
ige, received a fortune of one hundred 
ind twenty thousand 
dollars, and, 


through gambling, in three years was 
thrown on his mother for support. An 
only son went to a southern city; he was 
rich, Intellectual and elegant In man- 
ners. His parents gave him on his de- 
parture from home their last blessing. 
The sharpers got hold of him. They 
Battered him. They lured him to the 
gaming table, and let him win almost 
Bvery time for a good while, and patted 
him on tho back and said, '-First rate 
player." But fully In their grasp they 
fleeced him, and his thirty thousand dol- 
lars were lost. Last of all he put up his 
watch and lost that. Then he began to 
think of hts homo and his old father and 
mother, and wrote thus: 


"My BEI/OVED PAHEJ>TV-You will donbtlesi 


feel a momentary J»y at tho reception of thi> 
letter from tlie child ol your bosom, on whom 
jou have lavished all the fa\orbof jour declin- 
ing years. But should a fet-lmg o! joy for a 
moment spring up iu jour hearts when you 
Bhould have received this from me, cherish It 
not. I have fallen doep-ue\er to ri*e. 'Jhos« 
gray hairs that I should ba\e h uored and pro- 
ifcted I shall briny down with sorrow to th» 


may God avenge the wrongs and Impositions 
practiced upon the unnarv m a way that shall 
best please Him. 'ihis, my dear parents, is the 
last loiter you will e\ti receUofroiu tne. I 
humbly pray jour fur-jhenfiS. 
It is iny djing 


prayer. Long btfoio jouhave receded this let- 
ter from meihocoldgrtuo »ill hate closed upon 
me forever 
Life lomoia insupportable. 1 can- 
not, nay, 11*1111101, bi.fftr the shame of having 
ruined yon. 
Forget aid forgi\e IstLedjiug 
prayer of your unfortunate son," 


The old father came to tho postoffice, 


got the letter and fell to the floor. They 
tnought he was dead at first; but they 
brushed back the white hair from his 
brow and fanned him. He had only 
fainted. I wish ho had been dead, for 
what is life worth to a father whoso sou 
has been destroyed? When things go 
wrong at a gaining table they shout, 
"Foull foul!" Over all the gaming ta- 
bles of the world I cry out: "Foull 
foull 
Infinitely foul." 


Shall I sketch the history of the gam- 


bler? Lured by bad company he finds 
his way Into a place where honest men 
ought never to go. Ho sits down to his 
first game, but only for pastime and the 
desire of being thought sociable. 
The 


players deal out the cards. They un- 
consciously play into Patan's hands, who 
takes all the tricks and both the players' 
souls for trumps—he being a sharper at 
any game. A slight stake is put up just 
to add interest to the play. 
Game after 


game is played. Larger stakes and still 
larger. They begin to move nervously 
on their chairs. Their brows lower and 
eyes flash, until now they who win and 
they who lose, fired alike with passion, 
sit with set jaws, and compressed lips, 
and clinched fists, and eyes like fire balls 
that seem starting from their sockets, to 
seethe final turn before It comes;It los- 
ing, pale with envy and tremulous with 
unuttered oaths cast back red-hot upon 
the heart—or, winning, with hysteric 
laugh—"Ha! ha! I have it! I have it!" 


A few years have passed and k^ Is 


only a wreck of a man. Seating himself 
at the game ere he throws the first card, 
he stakes the last relic of his wife, and 
the marriage ring which sealed the 
solemn vows between them. Tho game 
Is lost, and staggering back in exhaustion 
he dreams. The bright hours of the 
past mock his agony, and in his dreams 
Bends with eyes of tire and tongue of 
flame circle about him with joined hands 
to dance and sing their orgies with 
hellish chorus, chanting "Hail brother!" 
kissing his clammy forehead until their 
loathsome locks, flowing with serpents, 
crawl Into his bosom and Sink their sharp 
fangs and suck up his life's blood, and 
colling around his heart pinch It with 
Ehills and shudders unutterable. 


Take warning! You aro no stronger 


than tens of thousands who have by this 
practice been overthrown. No young 
man In our cities can escape being 
tempted. Beware of tho first begin- 
nings! This road is a down grade, and 
every instant increases the momentum. 


To a gambler's deathbed there comes 


no hope. He will probably die alono. 
His former associates come not nigh his 
dwelling. 
When tho hour comes his 


miserable soul will go out of a miserable 
life Into a miserable eternity. As his 
poor remains pass the house where he 
was ruined, old companions may look 
out a mou,ent and say, "There goes the 
old carcass—dead at last," but they will 
not get up from the table. Let him 
down now into his !?rave. Plant no tree 
to cast its shade there, for tho long, 
deep eternal ploorn that settles there h 
shadow enough. Plant no "for-get-mo- 
nots" or eglantines around the spot, for 
flowers were not made to grow on such 
a blasted heath. Visit it not in the sun- 
shine, for that would be mockery, but In 
tho dismal night, when no stars are out 
and the spirits of darkness come down 
horsed on the wind, then visit the grave 
of the gambler!

few words. It is true, every word, and 
good advice, and yet I should like to 
think that some woman, who was con- 
templating entering the business, should 
become discouraged by reading this 
articles. 


There are many women just as capa- 


ble as men to conduct business, aud as 
a general thing they have finer taste 
and cau handle flowers much better 
than a man. There are some things 
not pleasant iu the business,—aud who 
knows of any work or any business that 
is all pleasant? I would like to give a 
few ideas for any one thinking of enter- 
ing it. 


Some means are necessary; I would 


say not less than fifteen hundred dollars. 
Before investing follow the advice given 
above, and learu the business. 
Go into 


some establishment where both cut 
flowers and plant-growing are carried 
on, and work and study, and every daj 
will bring new and interesting lessons. 


On starting a business, select a place 


of not les than 5,000 inhabitants, and, if 
possible, a place of wealth and good so- 
ciety, and lively business. There is 
money iu it if properly conducted, and 
I think women usually sLow as much 
patience as men in learning details. 
There is work in it, and plenty of it, all 
tbe year round, aud close attention 
must be paid to tho minor as well as 
major points, to be successful.—House- 
keeper's Weekly.

The Hittites, 


The great people known as Khiti 


(Ilittites) in tho, Hebrew and as Khita in 
Egyptian, who 
existed hundreds of 


years before Christ, formed a po'werful 
state in North Syria and on the Euphra- 
tes, from Lebanon to the great river, be- 
ing all of it "the land of the Iltytites." 
Their appearance was peculiar; always 
braid less, with very retreating forwards 
running buck into a pointed head, thus 
forming a considerable angle between 
th lower part of the face ami thc upper, 
with very d-.-eply marked facial lines or 
wrinkles down the sides of the mouth, 
and with the forehead often, perhaps 
always, shaven.

The life of the Mission Indian maiden 


is not altogether a happy one, especially 
if she is pictty, judging from the fate 
which befell a comely daughter of the 
tribe at Mesa Grande recently. A cor- 
respondent says: In the autumn after 
harvest is over tho Indians hold this 
fearful orgie—human sacrifice. Each 
clan by itself, at the burial place of its 
own tribe, gathers in from all the coun- 
try round and proceeds to frighten away 
the "evil spirit" by offering human sac- 
rifice to the god, the sacrifice always 
consisting of the most comely young 
maidens belonging to the clan. This 
was practiced here recently. 
In this 


case it was a young girl about thirteen 
years of age. 
She had been attending 


school at one of the white schools of the 
neighborhood for several years, and is 
as well educated as the average country 
maiden of that age as far as school 
woks go. A huge fire was built and 
the usual preliminaries of groaning, 
chanting, flat-footed stamping, and all 
hat sort of jugglery that is common on 
such occasions, was gone through witL 
in extra fervor on this occasion, and 
while this was iu progress the fire 
iiad burned down somewhat and lost its 
fiercest heat. When it reached this 
stage a huge pile of very green brush 
is brought and thrown upon the fire, 
making the most blinding smoke you 
can well imagine, and while this is at its 
Light the maiden is bound, a blanket is 
thrown over the smouldering green 
brush, and amid the most demoniacal 
cries and shouts she is thrown thereon, 
aud the whole mad crowd vie with each 
other iu pilling brush over her until, in 
this case, it was as high and broad as a 
squatter's cabin. Of course all this 
brush is green, and is not calculated 
really to cremate the girl, but only to 
come as near to it as they dare. The 
smoke is enough to kill any ono but au 
Indian, and if the pile should blaze up, 
us green brush sometimes does, nothing 
can save her from instant death. It was 
a terrible scene, and all this in the midst 
of a chilized community that is con- 
stantly contributing to foreign missions. 


LAMPS AS STOVES. 


The Am.-utit of Hi-at One Will Ceuer«t» 


mill 11 Quart of lilt. 


We often hear people say, "That ker- 


osene lamp is almost as good as astove, 
or bonietbing to that effect; but the 
statement is generally considered an 
exaggeration, ard the speakers them- 
selves would probably be surprised if 
told that their words were literally 
true. Let us see if they are so. Tho 
burning of a pound of kerosene, or 
other mineral oil, produces about twen- 
ty-one thousand units of heat; that is, 
an amount of heat sufficient to raise the 
temperature of twenty-one thousand 
pounds of water one degree Fahrenheit 
The uuit of heat used in all such calcu- 
lations is the quantity of heat which is 
required in order to raise the tempera- 
ture of a pound of water one degree. 


Air is more easily heated than water. 


One uuit of heat will raise the temper- 
ature of about four pounds of air one 
degree. Therefore, tho heat produced 
by burning a pound of kerosene will 
heat eighty-four thousand pounds of air 
one degree, or eighty-four pounds one 
thousand degrees. Eighty-four pounds 
of air is equivalent to rather more than 
eleven hundred cubic feet, or about 
half the air contained in a room 
fifteen, 


feet square and ten feet high. 


This quantity of air can, therefore, be 


heated about fire hundred degrees by 
the combustion of a single pound, or 
a little more than » pint, of kerosene ft 
quantity which is consumed in about 
three hours in one of tho powerful 
tubular lamps now so much in use. 
As 


a matter of fact the air of our rooms 
never attains an}' such startling tem- 
perature, for several reasons. 


In the first plac«, unless tLe ventila- 


tion is very bad, the air of the room is 
renewed several times in the course of 
three hours, BO that several roomfuls 
of air is warmed bj the lamp. Again, 
a large part of the heat of the lamp is 
radiated directly to tLe walls, which, 
absorb it if tliey are cold, and in any 
case conduct a great deal of it to the 
outside air. 
The heat of the warmed 


air of the room also escapes by conduc- 
tion to and through the wall, to some 
extent. 


The liltle calculation wLich has been 


given, however, shows that an ordinary 
lamp is by no means contemptible as a 
source of heat. 


A coal-stove, suitable for the room 


wo have been considering, would burn, 
perhaps, four or five pounds of coal in 
the three hours iu which the lamp con- 
sumes a pound of kerosene; but it must 
be remembered that a pound of coal 
produces only about two-thirds as much 
heat as a round of kerosene, aud also 
that a large proportion of the heat of 
thc best stoves goes up the ohimney and 
is wasted. 


There is no such waste in the cose of 


the lamp, the hot gases from which are 
mixed directly with the air, and heat it 
very rapidly." The air is heated much 
less rapidly and directly by the stove, 
by means of contact with its hot sur- 
face, and with the walls of the room, 
which have been warmed by direct ra- 
diation from the stove. It is plain, 
therefore, that so far as the air of a 
room is concerned, the heating effect of 
a single large lamp is not much less 
than that of an ordinary stove. 


The heating effect of a gas jet is also 


very great, for similar reasons, 
and 


hence gas and oil-stoves are quite com- 
monly used for warming the air of 
rooma. 


No such apparatus should ever be 


employed in a bedroom or sitting-room 
uule=s the ventilation is exceedingly 
good. The hot gas which their chim- 
neys discharge directly into the air of 
the room consists chiefly of air whose 
oxygen has been partly or wholly re- 
placed by carbonic acid and the vapor 
of water. 


If the oil-stove is used for a long time 
a close room, it will reduce the osy-

Land IB (be South. 


The character of tbe soil in different 


larts of tbe South is a matter of great 
nterest, on account of the necessary 
elattou between its qualities aud the in- 
dustries aud civilization of the people 


f the country. 
The usual Southern 


dea or estimate of "good land." an ex- 
ireased by Sontliern men whom I have 
met, differs somewhat from that which 
irevails ic the most fertile portions of 
he Northern States. There is of course 
mnet rich land in the South, but there 
» a great deal which is called good by 
Southern fanners that would not be re- 
tarded aa rich by men acquainted with 
be soils ot Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, or 
f tbe portions of Pennsylvania and 
Hew York which are best adapted to 
agriculture. 
The "pine-land" in tbe 


Southern States is onlr moderately fer- 
ilo, but, as the cotton {plant will grow 
upon it, and produce a h'bre of market- 
able quality, it is always spoken of by 
ts cultivators OH "as very fair land." 


I have rarely heard Southern men 
iy anything unfavorable or disparag- 
ng regarding tbe soil of their region, 
they Bcem usually to hare an affection 
:or it which sometimes appears to make 
them blind to its defects. 


Where tbe soil is iwor the people of- 


ten manifest a kind ot good-natured, 
patient fatalism, submitting without 
wmplaint to the inconveniences reaolt- 
ng from the scantiness of the returns 
or their labor, aa if poor crops were a 
part of tbe order of the universe, a di- 
ine ordainrnent not to be criticised or 
emedied; though hi truth much of tbe 
sterility is in the methods of the culti- 
vators rather than in the noil itself. 
Bat in many places in the Sontb the 
soil will not yield what an average 
Northern fanner would regard as "a 
mng," and m«ny emigrants have gone 
iiither and begun farmingonly to learn, 
;oo late, that they had made a ruinous 
mistake in selecting land. Thoy often 
'eel much resentment because they 
magine they have been deceived by 
Ibeir Southern neighbors iu regard to 
:be quality of the soil; but of course 
:bere is, usually, no intentional misre- 
presentation iu such cases, tbo error 
arising from tbe difference of standards 
inst mentioned, (But tbe statement! 
mode by railroad companies having 
lands for sole in tbe South should com- 
monly be taken with large allowance, 
as they frequently contain grossly ex- 
aggerated accounts of tlie productive- 
ness of the bind.) 


There is a large class of farmers ot 


"planters" iu the South who do not re- 
quire, or expect so much from tbe 
ground as Northern men demand. They 
ire uatisiled with a lower degree of 
fer- 


tility, and their comparative estimate ol 
the grade or quality of land differs from 
that of most immigrants irom the North. 
An average Southern 
familv needs 


much less for "M living" than Northern 
people require, and on much of the laud 
of tbe South, Northern people are uu- 
able to live by the methods of agricult- 
ure to which they havo been accus- 
tomed in their old'homes; nor can they 
succeed by those of the Southern men 
around them, unless tbey will adopt the 
scale of living and expenditures which 
satisfies their Sontliern neighbors. The 
uabita and tastes of tbe poorer wbito peo- 
ple uf tbe South are in a remarkable 
degree adapted to thoir circumstance; 
and the conditions of their life, but 
Northern methods of liviug reijuire a 
very different environment

LAMPS AS STOVES, 


ha Anii-urit of llf*t Ua* Will Ueuorat* 


Wo often lieiir tieuplo SOT, "That her^ 


s«u«luuip is almost as gocdatt astove, 
r something to that effect; but the 
tatcmeut in generally considered an 
xuggertilion, ai'd the speaker* them- 
o ves would probably be surprised if 
old tlmt their words were literally 
rue. Lot us HOO if they uro so. 
The 


timing of a pound of kerosene, or 
ther mineral oil, produces about twen- 
v-ono thousand units of heat; tliatis. 
'u amount of heat sufficient to raise tha 
emperuturo of twenty-one thousand 
Kjunds of water one degree Fahrenheit. 
L'ho uuit of boat nsed in all such caleo- 
atious is the quantity of heat which is 
ctjuired iu order to raise tho tempcra- 
uro of a pound of water one degree. 


Air is more casilv heated than water. 


3uc uuit of heat will raise tbe temper- 
tura of about four pounds of air one 
legrec. Therefore, the heat produced 
jy burning a pound of kerosene will 
jeat eighty-four thousand pounda of air 
no degree, or eighty-four pounds one 
honsaud degrees. Eighty-four pounds 
f air is equivalent to ruther more than 
* even hundred cubic feet, or about 
ia)f tho air contained in a room fifteen 
eet square and ten feet high. 


This quantity of air can, therefore, be 


leated about five hundred degrees by 
he combustion of a single pound, or 
i little more than a pint, of kerosene a 
[nantity which is consumed in abont 
hree hours in one of the powerful 
ubular lamps now so much in use. Aa 
a matter of fact the air of our room* 
never attains any snch startling tem- 
perature, for several reasons. 


In the first place, unless the ventila- 


tion ia very bad, the air of the room IB 
renewed several times in the course of 
three hours, no that aeversl roomfula 
of air is warmed bj the lamp. Again, 
a large part of tbe heat of the lamp is 
radiated directly to the walls, which 
absorb it if they an cold, and in any 
caflo conduct a great deal of it to the 
outside air. The heat of the warmed 
air of the room also escapes by eonduo- 
ion to and through the wall, to some 
extent. 


The liltle calculation which haa been 


given, however, shows that an ordinary 
lamp is by no weans contemptible as a 
source of heat. 


A coal-stove, suitable for the room 


we have been considering, wonld burn, 
perhaps, four or live pounds of coal in 
tho threo hours iu which the lamp con- 
sumes a pound of kerosene; but it must 
be remembered that a pound of coal 
produces only about two-thirds as much 
Iieat aa a ponnd of kerosene, and also 
that a large proportion of the heat of 
the best stoves goes up the chimney and 
is wasted. 


There is no snch waste in the case of 


tbe lamp, tho hot gases from which are 
mixed directly with the air, and heat it 
very rapidly. The air is heated much 
ess rapidly and directly by the stove, 
by means of contact with its hot sur- 
face, and with the walls of the room, 
which have been warmed by direct ra- 
diation from tho stove. It is plain, 
therefore, that so far an the air of a 
room is concerned, the heating effect of 
a single large lamp is not much lew 
than that of an ordinary store. 


The heating effect of a gas jet is also 


very great, for similar reasons, and 
hence gas and oil-stoves aro quite com- 
monly used for wartuiug the air of 
rooms. 


No such apparatus should ever be 


employed in a bedroom or sitting-room 
unl«bs thu ventilation is exceeding!/ 
guod. The hot gas which their cbim- 
ueys discharge directly into the air of 
the room consist* chiefly of air whose 
oxvgen has been partly or wholly re- 
placed by carbonic aekl and the v»pcr 
of water. 


If the oil-stove u one*! for a long time 


ia a close room, it will reduce the oxy- 
gen and increase the carbolic add of 
the air so greatly as to render it unfit 
for 
breathing. 
Furthermore, 
each 


stoves usually produce small quantities 
of ether and very poisonous gases, 
which soon give HMO to unpleasant and 
dangerous symptoms. Of coarse, the 
oil or gas-stove may bo connected with 
a cbimnoy but its UNO ix thon much less 
economical, an tho greater part of the 
heat escapes up the chimney. — Youth'* 
Companion.
